CLEVELAND AS A CANDIDATE. 

The action of the New York State Demo- 
cratic Convention undoubtedly makes Gov. 
Cleveland the most conspicnous contestant 
for the Democratic nomination for President. 
His triumph at Saratoga was by no means 
complete, as the convention did not instruct 
for him, and as his partisans were evidently 
afraid to ask for such instruction. At the 
same time a majority of the delegates ap- 
pointed to the Chicago Convention are appar- 
entiy tor Cleveland, and, in that case the 
unit rule in vogue will give him the New 
York | This will probably be ac- 
cepted by the Chicago Convention as an as- 
guratice that he is satisfactory to the New 
York Denioerats and thus open the way for 
his nomination. The drift of Democratic 
opinion of late has been toward Cleveland as 
the most available candidate, and it needed 
only the appearance of harmony among the 
New York ts to give him a decided 
advantage over all other competitors, 

Cleveland has just two elements of 
strength ih the eyes of the Democrats, One 
is the absence of a National record; the other 
is that he was elected Governor of New York 
by an unprecedented majority. In view of 
his probable candidacy for President it is 
worth while to analyze these qualities and 
determing as far as possible their influence 
on the campaign and the result thereof. 

The absence of a record in Cleveland’s 
case and his sudden and fortuitous elevation 
to the Governorship of New York are due 
mainly to the negative or colorless character 
of the man. Cleveland was a local Demo- 
cratic politician in Buffalo of no particular 
ability. He was once élected Sheriff of 
his county, and his administration of the of- 
fice was guch as not to make many enemies. 
At a time when there was some local dissat- 
isfaction among the Republicans the Demo- 
erats of ‘Buffalo were promised enough Re- 
publican votes to elect the Mayor of the city 
if they would bring forward some negative 
sort of a man who would not arouse any 
speeial party feeling.

AMENDING MORMON LAWS, 
The Utah bill passed by the United States 
Senate is certainly comprehensive in its 
terms, and it would seem calculated to re- 


strict the practice of polygamy to its present 


dimensions. If that can be accomplished by 


cobbling the peculiar institution of the Mor- 
mon Church will die out completely within 


the course of a generation. At the same time 


the fanaticism of a religion encouraged and

Lawful husbands 
and wives are te be compelled to testify in 
prosecutions for bigamy, polygamy, and un- 
lawful cohabitation. Prosecutions for unlaw- 
ful marriages may be begun within five 
years after the commission of the offense, 
and every marriage is required to be 
certified in writing, the records to be open to 
the inspection of the United States officers. 


A blow is aimed at the political power of the 


Mormons by depriving women of the right to 
vote and by redistricting the Territory under 
direction of the United States officers. The 
power of the church over the material affairs 
of the Territory is also to be abated by limit- 
Ing the property owned by corporations, by 
the responsibility of the Trustees, by abolish- 
ing immigration societies, and other means. 
Whatever may be the practical result of the 
measure, the effort of the Semate to deyise 
effective legislation is to be commended, and 
the dissenting votes of fifteen Democratic 
Senators, the only ones who voted against 
the bill, are disgraceful to those who cast 
them and to the party they represent. If 
the same spirit of indifference to the condi- 
tion of things in Utah prevails among the 
Democrats in the House the bill may fail to 
become a law at this session; but such fail- 
ure will simply add to the accunzulation of 
blunders on the part of the Democrats in 
the present Congress with which they will 
be confronted during the’ Presidential cam- 
paign.

OAVING LEVEES. 


What May Prove a Serious Bréak in 
the Mud-Bank at New Orieans. 
New Oman. La., June 10.—[Special.}— 
At halt past 11 o'clock last night the levee 
above Qarroliton, about fifty feet 
above’the Protection Levee, caved in. At the 
point the ievee is about ten or twelve feet high 
and thé crown of the levee about nine and a 
half feét wide. The cave took in the entire 
crown of the levee for a distance of fifty-four 
ao lea as the only protection the slope of 
the 2 surface of the river is about 
four above the level of the ground in the 
rear, and there is only a thin strip of land to 
protect the lower poron of Jefferson Parish 
from overfiow.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 17.—[Special Cor-

The report shows that 
during 1888 the earnings were $82,017,813, an 
increase of $1,180,851, or 8.8 per cent; ex-

The acreage of corn 
and grain is above the average in sixty- 
three cases, an average in twenty-five 
cuses, and below the average in 
thirteen cases. The general condition 
is reported as good in seventy-one cases, fair 
in thirty-nine cases, and bad in twenty-two 
cases. In nearly all cases the crops are late, 
aid in many places have had to 
be replanted, owing to the heavy 
rains. The comparisons above are made 
in all cases with the great crop year of 1882-83.
